An Ostrich Farm. 

Ostrich farming is almost a new fen- | 
tnra among tho industries of Houtli | 
Africa, ami is yet in its infancy. There 
are ninny different modes of procedure i 
adopted, all, of course, with the same 
object—that of keeping up the numbers 
of this valuable bird, which has been 
hunted so persistently for the sake of 
its feathers that there nro now no wild 
birds south of the Vnnl Biver. Graham’s 
Town (which is the most agreeable 
place, nml delightfully situated in the 
Eastern Province) has in its neighbor¬ 
hood several ostrich farmers, some of 
whom are very successful. It is found 
necessary to confine the birds in in* 
olosures large enough for them to ob¬ 
tain their own food (consisting of grass 
and various kinds of herbage), just ns 
if they were in a state of nature. If 
they are kept in smaller paddocks they 
must he supplied with food by artificial 
means. A stone wall of three or four 
feet will generally keep them in. Some 
farmers have adopted an incubator, nml 
by itH menus have raised a considerable 
number of young birds, which, at the 
age of a month, are worth £10 each. 
Others allow the birds to hatch their 
own eggs.

The most remarkable example on 
record of success in simulating deaf- 
dnmbness, or deafness from birth, is 
that of a Frenchman, host known under 
his assumed name of Victor Foy, at 
the beginning of the present century. 
This young man traveled about, osten¬ 
sibly in search of his fnther, hut really, 
in his character of n deaf-mute, to es¬ 
cape military conscription. For four 
years his extraordinary ingenuity bullied 
all the tests to which ho was subjected 
by somo of tho most scientific men in 
France, Germing*, Switzerland, Spain 
and Italy. In Switzerland ho was 
tempted to avow the deceit by n young, 
rich and beautiful woman offering him 
her hand; hut even this bait did not 
take. 

In the prison at Rochelle, the turnkey 
was ordered to watch him closely, to 
sleep with him, ami never to quit him ; 
and even the prisoners were encouraged 
to make him betray himself. To throw 
him off his guard. In* was often violent¬ 
ly awakened out of sleep, but his fright 
was expressed onin the usual plain¬ 
tive cry of u mute ; and it is said that 
even in his dreams only guttural sounds 
were heard. At last, the Abbo S’card, 
director of the institution for deaf-mutes 
at Paris, to whom a specimen of his 
writing had been transmitted, promptly 
pronounced him an impostor on the 
grounds that his blunders in spelling 
were phonetic in their character—tlmt 
lie wrote, not as ho saw, but as he hrard. 
M. Sicard afterwards subjected him to 
a personal examination, at the end of 
which he was obliged to confess tho im¬ 
position. 

A very simple incident will often suf¬ 
fice to throw a good simulator off his 
guard. The letter-carrier, on entering 
a French barrack-room on one occasion, 
called oul the names of the men for 
whom he had letters, and among them 
that of a man believed by everybody to 
he laboring under almost total deafness. 
For one moment ho forgot his part, and 
answered to his name. Casper, the 
celebrated German medical jurist, on 
one occasion neatly exposed a case of 
•ouutcrfeit deafness in -open court. 
The panel, an old woman, pretended to 
he us deaf as a post. “ You are ac¬ 
cused,” roared Casper in her ear, “of 
severely injuring the woman Lemke.” 
“It is not true.” ^ “ But,” roared Cas¬ 
per again, “ the woniau Lemke asserts 
that it is true,” and then rapidly added 
in a low* tone, “ and she is certainly 
not a liar.” Jler wrath for the moment 
got the better of her consistency, and 
she rejoined, to the amusement of the 
whole court: “Yes, indeed, sho is a 
liar.” 

The English Claimant, 

In tin* trial of Castro, alias Sir Roger 
Tichborne, in England, the testimony 
of the Abbe Salih, Pere Le Fevre, M. 
Clmtillon, Madame Cliutillon, and others 
who were intimately acquainted with 
Sir Roger, have proved that events to 
the recurrence of which the defendant 
bus sworn never took place. Tattoos 
on Sir Roger’s wrist are not to%c found 
on that of Castro, while other marks 
which do appear on the defendant were 
not on Sir Roger. The priest who, as 
Castro swore, used to confess him, never 
confessed the heir, and the priest to 
whom Castro swore he hud never con¬ 
fessed used to confess Sir Roger everv 
two months. When Pere Le Fevre was 
questioned bv l)r. Kenealyas to whether 
or not Sir Roger on his last visit to 
Paris had confided to him the fact that 
lie had had improper relations with liis 
cousin, Miss Kate Doug ttv, the witness 
indignantly replied: “This is infa¬ 
mous; if this were a matter of the con¬ 
fessional I could not reply on the 
ject ; hut he never said it to me, never.” 
Finally lie was asked if the claimant 
was Sir Roger Tichborne, and replied 
eiuphatiealH*, “ No.” In 1839 M. Oha- 
tillon, the head of an educational estab¬ 
lishment in Paris, went with Sir James 
and Sir Roger to Brittany, where Sir 
Roger, while bathing, met with u slight 
accident, which, however, left uo sear.

It came out during the discussions, that 
the committee of one of the principal 
lowna of the county bad made a rule that 
no pupil should be detained after school 

hours; that the regular exercises of the 

schools should end a halt hour before the 
time for closing the schools ; that teach¬ 
ers might dismiss, at that time, all those 
pupils who, in their judgement were en¬ 
titled to the privilege, aiul devote the re¬ 
maining half hour to those who remained. 
The teachers of this town said this rule 
worked well, and prevented all necessity 
of detaining pupils after school hours. 

It will be seen by the above that the 
question was not settled. 1 here was 
quite a diversity of opinion on the sub¬ 
ject, and there will be for some time to 
come. Much depends in this as well as 
in most everything, on circumstances. 
Much must be left to the discretion of the 
teacher. There will be liitle danger in 
allowing this discretion to those teachers 
who are fitted for their calling, and none 
others should be employed. ^

Trapping Moles Alive. 

The following method of trapping 
and destroying moles is practiced in 
Gloucester: A well-used run is discov¬ 
ered in a bank ; a entting is mnde about 
a foot in width, and the run is bridged 
over by a narrow hox, consisting of 
three pieces of wood, funning tho bot¬ 
tom and two aides only ; tlio ends nro 
fixed in tho mn on either aide. In tho 
bottom of the bridge is a nicely hall 
nnced, self-noting trap-fall. The moles 
ntn along, slip through, nnd fnll into nn 
earthenware pot. The bridge is care¬ 
fully turfed over, grass downward to 
keep out tho earth; every my of light 
must be carefully excluded. Tho trap 
being always set the moles fnll in ami 
perisli. Tho pots nro left unheeded, 
nnd na new-comers drop in they are 
eaten hr those in tho pot, which is 
gradually filled with akins nml Imnea. 
Water should ho pnt in to drown them, 
but this ia cruelly neglected. If looked 
nt evory day the moles can he caught 
alive nml well. A bank ia chosen ho- 
enuse tho not can ho looked at and re¬ 
placed witliout disturbing tho bridge; 
nut n run on tho flnt ground would do 
hy digging a proper trench for the 
bridge and pot. A very nimplo plan ia 
to sink in tho mole’s run a pitcher 
which will hold three or four pints. I)o 
it very neatly, and not otherwise dis¬ 
turb the existing state of tliinga, nnd 
within eight houra tho stable gentlemen 
will bo safely jugged. It will ho a pnro 
waste of time to try to enteh tho same 
animal a second timo hy tho snmo 
menus. Moles usually “run,” ns it iB 
termed, nt stated times of tho day, 
about eight, twelvo nnd four o'clock, 
when their workings must ho 
watched; nnd hy quietly nnd. stealthily 
nppnincliihg them they mny lie dashed 
ont of the licnp or littlo run they nre 
working hy one stroke of n apndo, and 
then picked up and bugged before they 
can again enter tlio ground ; or, when 
thev are working a small run, they nre 
easily taken ont of it by jumping on to 
the run witli the heels apart, so that 
eneh heel sliull enter nnd stop tlio run 
on eneh aide of tlio mole, which must 
bo immediately drawn out by tlio hand. 

I writo from experience, and repent 
that tho greatest onro is nlwnya neces¬ 
sary to prevent tlio moles (which are 
very aeusitive) from hearing or feeling 
your approach.

Cctlpfj of Vial, Lamb, or Shot*. — 
When the rack of veal ia chosen, divide 
each bone separately, break an c*gg, and 
wet tho pieces with it; then roll in 
bread-crumbs, afterward frying them in 
lard. Make a nice gravy with butter, 
pepper, and salt, mixed with the bread¬ 
crumbs. Any part of the veal almost, 
cut in small pieces, mar be dressed in 
the same way. This dish must lie thor¬ 
oughly done to be good. Either a quar¬ 
ter of lamb yr shote, cut up in small 
pieces—that is, the usual size for chops 
—may be dresaed in tho same way, and 
will he found very nice. 

New Way to Cook Eoos. —We see in 
a western exchange a hint in regard to 
cooking eggs, which we think well 
worthy of beingmore extensively known. 
The difficulty is, that eggs cooked suf¬ 
ficiently to fix the yolk, are, so far ns 
the white is concerned, almost indiges¬ 
tible. To better this, do not boil your 
eggs over the fire at all, hut put them 
into water near tho boiling point and I 
let them stay there ten or fifteen min¬ 
utes, adding hot water enough to keep 
the temperature uniform. Do this, and 
both white and yolk will l»o digestible.

Turnips require rich soil and the best ! 
of culture. The reason so many fail to 
grow satisfactory crops of roota is be¬ 
cause th** land is not properly prepared, i 
The soil cannot ho made too mel¬ 
low. 

Mangel-wurzel should have been sown 
last month, but if the land is in good | 
order, and not too dry, the need may be 1 
soaked for two or three days, and when I 
this is done it is not too late to how this 
crop. 

Dusting the plants with slaked lime, 1 
piaster, and ashes in the morning, while , 
fie dew is on, will check the ravages of 
tho beetle uud otherwise benefit the 
crop. 

Air-slaked litno is good for this pur- j 
pose, but contrary to common opinion, 
it is no better than fresh water-slaked 
lime—nml, in fact, if there is any differ¬ 
ence, the latter is tho more caustic. 
Three bushels of lime, two bushels of 
plaster, and ten bushels of wood-ashes 
would lie about the proper quantity per 
acre—but more will do no harm. * The , 
ashes must he dry, so that they will ad- 
hero to the leaves. If you have not, 
ashes, put on limo and plaster alone.— 
AffrivulturM. 

Cau«* of Ihr Drronipo«llloii of KgR*. 

Tin* question of tho decomposition 
and decay of eggs lms been the object ( 
of numerous experiments, some of 
which seemed to lead to opposite con-1 
elusions. A committee of tho French j 
Academy have arrived at tin* following I 
conclusions: 

1. Eggs that have not been shaken 
can be preserved quietly without fer¬ 
menting or decaying. 

2. Shaken and brokeu eggs decom¬ 
pose in less than a month. 

3. In no stage of decay is the slightest 
trace of an organism, either animal or 
vegetable, to be found iu au egg. 

UronchllU In Fowl*. 

Bronchitis is an inflammation of the 
air-tubes in the chest, and is accom¬ 
panied by a cough. Probubly it will 
appear but rarely, except as an accom¬ 
paniment of “ catarrh,” of which it is a 
simple extension. Sometimes, when 
there is a wheezing and rattling, the 
disease is hastily declared to be roup, 
whereas the peculiar discharge at the 
beak marks the latter disease. Roup 
may or may not l»o uccomputiied by 
a rattling, but bronchitis is never 
attended by a roupy discharge. 

Worm* on Curraui Bushes.

Two Fuses of I.Yiielifng.
